may be it is absolutely certain that they 
have not the best interests of the State at 
heart.

orators, among others 


United States Senators Pow«r and San- 
ders, were in attendance. 
A colored 


orator was the first speaker introduced 
and he announced that he would discuss 
the silver question. 
It being evident 


that a large majority of those present 
were Weaver men, the orator said he 
would conclude, and the Republican can- 
didate for Lieutenant Governor took the 
stand, sneeringly referred to the silver 
men and said Weaver could not be 
elected.

Tariff legislation presents a familiar 
form of Federal taxation and results as 
sorely io a tax opou the daily life of our 
people as f. tribate paid directly into the 
bands of tax gathers. We feel the harden 
ol these tariff taxrtt too palpably to be per- 
suaded by sny sophistry that they do net 
exist or aie paid by foreigners. Snob taxes 
are only justifiable for the purpose of main- 
taining the Government and famishing 
means for the accomplishment of its 
legitimate purposes. 


"Dogma is now boldly presented that 


tariff taxation is justifiable for express pur- 
poses and with the intent of promoting 
eipeoial interest* and enterprises. Snob a 
proposition is so clearly contrary to the 
spirit of oar Constitution that it* state- 
ment would rudely shook our people if 
they have not been insidiously aid red 
from the safe landmarks of oar principles. 
The plea that our infant Industrie* should 
be fostered did service until discredited by 


{ our stalwart growth, then followed the ei- 
igenoiea of a terrible war, and now, after a 
long period of peace, when oar over-bar- 
deaed countrymen asked for relief and 
restoration to the fuller enjoyment of in- 
comes and earnings they are met by the 
olaim that tariff taxation for the sake ot 
protaotion is the American system, the 
continuance of which is neorssnry in order 
that high wages may be paid oar working 
men and a home market provided for farm 
products. 
These pretenses should no 


longer deceive. The truth is that aaob a 
system is directly antagonized by every 
sentiment of justice and fairness, of which 
American* are prominently proud." 


On the subject of Dsmooratio principles 


he says: "We wage no exterminating war 
against any. We believe the advantages of 
freer raw material should be accorded our 
manufacturer*, and contemplate the care- 
ful distribution of nsoeisary tariff burdens 
rather than the precipitation of free trade. 
W* know people cannot be frightened by 
the spectre of impossible frae trade." 


Mr. Cleveland say* of eleotions: "The 


attempts of the opponent* of Democracy 
to interfere with and control the suffrage of 
States through Federal agencies develops a 
design which no explanation can mitigate, 
to the reverie of fundamental and safe 
relations between people and government." 


On the subject of currency he siys; 


"People are entitled to Bound and honest 
money, abundantly sufficient in volume to 
supply all business needs, but whatever 
may be the form, National or State, gold, 
silver or paper, it should be so rcga- 
lated and guarded by governmental act. 
ion or wise and careful laws. That DO one 
can be deluded as to the certainty and sta- 
bility of its value. 


He **y* of pension* that no complaint 


should be made on tha amount of public 
money paid those actually disabled or 
made dependent, by reason of army serv- 
ice, bnt tbe pension roll should be a roll of 
honor." 


Ha further asserts: 
"Generous hospi- 


tality prompts us to welcome the worthy 
and industrious of all lanl* to homes and 
citizenship among us. 


"This, however, doe* not justify the re- 


ception of immigrant* who have no appre- 
ciation of our institutions and whose advent 
i* a menace to peace and good order," 


In conclusion he declare* the National 


pride and honor are involved In the suc- 
cess of the coming World'* Fair, and that 
"if the action of the Democratic Conven- 
tion i* endorsed by the suffrages of my 
countrymen I will assume the duties of the 
great office, knowing foil well its labor* 
perplexities and with humble reliance upon 
the device being, infinite in the power to 
aid and constant in watchful care over a 
favored nation."
